Being  .192  acres  of  land,  more  or  less,  being  Lot  3,  Block  8,  Waverly  Park  Addition  Subdivision  to  the  City  of 
Fort  Worth  according  to  the  map  or  plat  thereof  recorded  in  Volume  388-3,  Page  109,  of  the  Map  Records  of 
Tarrant  County,  Texas,  being  the  same  land  described  in  that  deed  dated  April  27,  1987,  from  George  H. 
McClain  Et  Ux  Jeanette  L.  McCain  to  Jahn  L.  Fiaccone  Et  Ux  Susan  E.  Fiaccone,  recorded  in  Volume  8927, 
Page  100  of  the  Deed  Records  of  Tarrant  County,  Texas. 

WHEREAS,  Chesapeake  Exploration,  L.L.C.,  an  Oklahoma  limited  liability  company,  is  the  present  owner 
and  holder  of  said  lease  and  all  rights  thereunder  or  incident  thereto  and  has  requested  that  the  Lessor  amend  the 
provisions  of  the  lease. 

WHEREAS,  TOTAL  E&P  USA,  Inc.,  whose  address  is  1201  Louisiana  Street,  Suite  1800,  Houston,  Texas 
77002,  acquired  an  undivided  25%  interest  in  Chesapeake's  working  interest  in  the  aforementioned  Lease  and  has 
requested  that  the  Lessor  amend  the  provisions  of  the  lease 

For  adequate  consideration,  and  the  further  consideration  of  the  obligations  and  agreements  contained  in 
the  Lease,  Lessor  and  Lessee  agree  to  amend  the  Lease  by  inserting  the  following  into  the  Lease,  as  if  it  were 
originally  contained  therein: 

"Lessor  hereby  grants,  assigns  and  conveys  unto  Lessee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  a  perpetual 
subsurface  well  bore  easement  under  and  through  the  leased  premises  for  the  placement  of  well 
bores  (along  routes  selected  by  Lessee)  from  oil  or  gas  wells  the  surface  locations  of  which  are 
situated  on  other  tracts  of  land  and  which  are  not  intended  to  develop  the  leased  premises  or  lands 
pooled  therewith  and  from  which  Lessor  shall  have  no  right  to  royalty  or  other  benefit.  Such 
subsurface  well  bore  easements  shall  run  with  the  land  and  survive  any  termination  of  this  lease." 

LESSOR  warrants  to  be  the  owner  of  the  Lands  and  the  minerals  in  and  under  the  Lands  with  full  right  and 
authority  to  amend  the  provisions  of  the  Lease. 

THIS  Amendment  shall  extend  to  and  be  binding  upon  both  Lessor  and  Lessee,  and  their  respective  heirs, 
executors,  administrators,  successors,  and  assigns.  Except  as  stated  in  this  Amendment,  the  Lease  shall  continue  in 
full  force  and  effect  as  to  all  of  its  other  terms  and  provisions.
